running for election. 

Selectman Andrews also noted that it is helpful 
for residents to know that a committee plays an integral 
part in the selection of the candidate, and that it simply 
isn't the Selectmen choosing the candidate. "The Town 
Clerk isn't here to serve the Selectmen/ 7 Chairman 
Lambalot added. "The Town Clerk is here to serve the 
townspeople." 

The board made several appointments, including: 

• Appointment of O. Robert Price to the Bike Path 
Committee. 

• Appointments of Paul D. Andrews, Michael 
Picwick and Donna Wunschel as Civilian EMTs for the 
Mattapoisett Police EMT Ambulance Service. Ms. 
Wunschel will also serve as Police Matron. 

Selectman Andrews read a proclamation naming 
the week of May 20 - 26, 2001 as "National Safe Boating 
Week." In it, he reminded people of the importance of life 
jackets, noting that 88 percent of drowning deaths are 
those who were not wearing their life jackets. 

The board next met with Town Clerk Lois Ennis 
who was present to discuss redistricting in Mattapoisett. 
She explained that since there are over 6,200 residents in 
town, by law, they must redistrict into two precincts. 
Therefore, there have been several configurations 
considered regarding exactly where and how it would 
take place.

plan/ 7 Mr. Kelleher anticipates that things will go 
smoothly: "I expect the permitting will be quick/ 7 he said, 
adding that the permits for Phase I will be in place by this 
summer and ready for construction in the spring of 2002. 

There will be an article on the Town Meeting 
warrant for land acquisition, which will appear as an 
article for a Proposition 2 1/ 2 override. Initially, the 
committee thought that land acquisition would not be 
necessary until Phase II of the project, but upon further 
review, it was clear that more imminent domain will need 
to be taken. All of the abutters have been notified, and 
there have not been any complaints, thus far, according to 
Mr. Kelleher. 

In these letters, it was explained to the abutters 
that they had an option of accepting money for the land 
or offering it as a charitable donation, and therefore using 
it as a tax deduction. The committee has nearly $1 million 
in grant money, but needs to secure 10 percent of that 
from taxpayers. There will be a warrant article on Town 
Meeting for such monies. 

Mr. Kelleher put the cost to taxpayers in 
perspective: for a home valued at $100,000 there would be 
a one-time tax of $6; for a home valued at $200,000 there 
would be a one-time assessment of $12; and for a home 
valued at $300,000 there would be a one-time tax of $18. 

Chairman Lambalot believes that once Phase I is 
completed, a significant amount of interest will be 
generated. 

In closing, Mr. Kelleher reminded residents of the 
entire bike path project which consists of four phases. 
Phase II will be from Depot Street to the Park and Ride on 
North Street which will be constructed in the Spring of 
2003; Phase III will be from Mattapoisett Neck Road to 
Depot Street and will be constructed in 2004; and Phase 
IV will be from North Street to Industrial Drive on the 
Marion town line, and will be constructed in 2005.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis and 
then treating the problem appropriately First, have your veteri- 
narian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal para- 
sites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eucanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain a 
diagnosis.

Development Department to expand the town's business 
tax base, thus relieving the residents 7 tax burden. The 
department would help to insure appropriate business 
development and prevent the retail sprawl and 
uncontrolled growth that now marks some SouthCoast 
towns. The proposal will be presented on May 21 at 
Mattapoisett's Annual Town Meeting. 

The proposal for a Community Development 
Department results from extensive research by the 
Economic Development Study Committee (EDSC), a 
group of Mattapoisett citizens assembled by the Town 
Planning Board to address the economic development 
component of the town's 1999 Master Plan. They 
concluded that the best way to relieve the residents' tax 
burden is to increase the business tax base by creating a 
Community Development Department with a full-time, 
professional director accountable to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Taxes will continue to rise because of 
improvements the town is undertaking, such as school 
projects, proposed sewer and water improvements, and to 
meet other expenses, such as salary increases for town 
employees. 

According to the EDSC, the town's residents will 
receive a number of benefits by supporting the proposed 
Community Development Department. In taxes, for 
instance, within five years the average household valued 
at $200,000 will save more than $500 per year if the 
Community Development Department is in operation.

Marion Master Plan 

The effort to update the 26-year-old Master Plan 
for the Town of Marion is well underway and proceeding 
smoothly. In April 2000, Town Meeting authorized the 
Planning Board to undertake the effort to bring this 
important planning document up to date. Using the 
existing Master Plan as a base, this update is being 
accomplished by analyzing, integrating, refining and 
updating inputs received from the community over recent 
years. These data sources include, but are not limited to, 
the Growth Management Plan, the Open Space and 
Recreation Plan, the Marion Land Use Plan, and the 
document entitled Municipal Management for the Future. 
Now, the Planning Board is asking Marion residents to 
once again think about their town's future and share their 
thoughts and concerns with the board. 

The Master Plan is designed to guide proactive 
planning within the community. Its intent is to assist local 
government decision-makers as they interpret the policies 
for the town by representing the will of the citizens and 
their vision of the future. According to Massachusetts 
General Law, "such plan shall be a statement through text, 
maps, illustrations or other forms of communication, that 
is designed to provide a basis for decision-making 
regarding the long-term physical development of the 
municipality." 

The final update of the Master Plan is scheduled 
for later this year. If all goes according to plan, the Board 
will hold an informational meeting during the summer 
months to present the first draft of the updated plan and 
discuss it with the community.

Driven. Starring Sylvester Stallone and Burt Reynolds. 
Directed by Renny Harlin. Running time: 115 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

The most frightening spectacle in Driven isn't the shot of a race 
car spiraling into the air, colliding head-on with another speeding 
racer, and flying what looks like several miles into a nearby pond. 
No, the really scary sight is how Burt Reynolds looks these days, or, 
at least, how he's been made to look in this movie. Playing a bitter, 
wheelchair-bound former racer who now owns a race franchise, 
Reynolds seems only a nip or tuck away from Gary Oldman in 
Hannibal', he looks like an animatronic puppet carved out of pink 
soap. Is this what happens to plastic-surgery patients as they get 
older? Reynolds' skin is stretched so taut you could bounce a quarter 
off it — you wonder how the man eats, for God's sake. 

Sylvester Stallone, who appeared in his previous movie Get 
Carter alongside Mickey Rourke (have you seen his face lately?), may 
unconsciously be surrounding himself with these past-it Dorian 
Grays to make himself feel less freakish and outmoded. Stallone's fall 
has been unusually prolonged and painful, even by has-been 
standards. He keeps doing these movies in which he's washed up, or 
either fighting or mentoring a young turk; out of respect for the early 
good movies ne did, you want to sit nim down and say, Sly, babe, it's 
over. You had your shot at a Pulp Fiction comeback {Cop Land), and it 
didn't work. Please take up poetry, carpentry — anything but this 
ongoing psychotherapy morosely played out on the screen. 

If you harbor any residual affection for Stallone — the unspoiled, 
scruffy lump in the original Rocky talking to his turtle, or even his 
solid work in early-'80s thrillers like Nighthawks before he got all 
Ramboed up — a movie like Driven isn't fun even on a nasty ironic 
level; it's sad. It's essentially yet another Stallone fantasy in which he 
puts on a show of being humble, helping out younger characters, and 
then gets to prove there's still heroism in the old Sly after all. Stallone 
is Joe Tanto, a chewed-up former racer called out of retirement to 
help young- turk racer Jimmy Bly (Kip Pardue), who's carrying on a 
heated competition with German hotshot Beau Brandenburg (Til 
Schweiger). There seems to be nobody else racing (though you see 
other cars on the track, as a backdrop); it's just Jimmy and Beau. And 
then Joe. 

For a minute or two, I was almost with Driven as a shameless 




throwback to Stallone's peak decade, the '80s. The Jimmy-Beau face- 
off is introduced in the sort of montage familiar from Rocky III and IV 
— spinning fake covers of Sports Illustrated or Newsweek, snippets of 
excitable sportscasters. But the entire movie is downloaded into our 
brains in this same zap-zap way; it's like Any Given Sunday with 
wheels. Director Renny Harlin and, I assume, many computer artists 
work overtime to smash the metal together; there are a fair number 
of shots that wouldn't have been possible without CGI, and aren't 
plausible with CGI. 

Harlin gives the dialogue scenes the same helter-skelter 
treatment, only without computer enhancement, though, in the case 
of Gina Gershon as Joe's vicious ex-wife, I'm not so sure. It may be 
time for Gershon' s tumescent legions of fans to admit she can't really 
act, not that they care. Stacy Edwards {In the Company of Men) stops by 
every now and then as a sports writer, looking a bit disoriented. 
Fitting in more snugly is the model Estella Warren, as a bimbo who 
goes from Beau to Jimmy and back again; Estella manages not to 
embarrass herself (except in a lame joke when she's required to 
"ribbit" like a frog), though this doesn't necessarily mean she's ready 
for Uncle Vanya — it just means she may not ruin the upcoming Planet 
of the Apes after all, for those who were worried about that. 

Generally, though, this is a boys' movie, with the understated, 
depressed-sounding Stallone reading his own script with the world- 
weariness of a fallen king far from love and glory. (I suppose it only 
helps his exhausted characterization that he plays most of his scenes 
opposite Kip Pardue, who is as exciting as cold cereal without a 
bowl.) In a bit of unplanned (or perhaps not) synergy, Driven arrives 
around the same time that the Rocky series returns to DVD; spin the 
1976 original again, then turn to Stallone 25 years later, lecturing 
Jimmy about going back to when he enjoyed "pure victory" untainted 
by fame and pressure. Then again, you'd better not. Driven is 
saddening enough without augmentation.
